Legislators’ Records—A Mixed Bag

The legislative records of the 
northwest 
suburban 
senators 
and representatives are mixed 
bags of successes and failures. 
Of 4,202 bills introduced in the 
General Assembly, north Du- 
Page legislators put in 102; the 
Cook County legislators put in 
91. 
Most 
veteran 
legislator 
of 
north DuPage is William Red­ 
mond (D-Bensenville). 
Having introduced the great­ 
est number of bills of any north­ 
west Cook and north DuPage 
legislators, Redmond has had 
the greatest number of setbacks. 


REDMOND introduced 65 bills 
in the Illinois House. Five of 
the bills were duplicates of five 


others which he had decided to 
reintroduce; and one was 
an 
amended reintroduction. 
Of the five bills Redmond re­ 
introduced, three already are 
dead, having been tabled by the 
County and Township Commit­ 
tee. TTie bills consisted of legis­ 
lation designed by Redmond to 
effect “reforms” in Republican 
DuPage County and its town­ 
ships. 
Looking 
at 
the 
legislation 
through Republican eyes, the 
bills were purely political and 
it’s doubtful Redmond really be­ 
lieved they had a chance in the 
GOP-controlled House. 
Among the 
important 
bills 
Redmond has which are 
still 
pending are those for amend­ 
ments to strengthen the 
1965 
sheriff's merit system in Du-

FRESHMAN 
Rep. J a m e s 
“Pate” 
Philip 
(R-Elmhurst), 
who spent the first three months 
of the Legislature getting to 
know the ins and outs, intro­ 
duced a house joint resolution 
on April 5 and since then IO 
bills. All are in committee or 
ready for final House floor ac­ 
tion. 
His major proposal consists of 
reapportionment of D u P a g e 
County’s board and what board 


elections and pay shall consist 
of. His joint resolution seeks the 
remanding of a portion of feder­ 
al income taxes to Illinois. 


Freshman Rep. Gene Hoff­ 
man (R-Elmhurst) has 
intro­ 
duced six bills, one of which 
was recalled and tabled. His 
first bill was introduced March 
2. Hoffman's main effort has 
been in a bill for educators’ 
professional 
negotiations 
with 
their school boards on the pri­ 
mary and secondary level. A 
similar bill for colleges was the 
one tabled. A similar bill also 
is being handled by the Senate. 


The 
professional - negotiation 
bill has wide support, including 
that of Redmond and Philip. 
Hoffman has been particularly 
interested in school legislation. 


He is a teacher on leave from 
Fenton High School. 
Freshman Sen. John Kneupfer 
(R-Elmhurst) has introduced 21 
bills. Knuepfer formerly was a 
north DuPage state representa­ 
tive. 


ONE BILL, the empowering 
of school boards to grant out­ 
side use of school grounds, has 
been signed by the governor. 
DuPage 
flood 
control 
is 
among his most important legis­ 
lation. 
Several of Kneupfer’s 
bills deal with creation of state 
commissions to study certain 
needs such as one for local gov­ 
ernment relations. 
He’s had three bills tabled, 
one of them regarding a pollu­ 
tion control board for automo­ 
biles. 


Setting a record for these Du­ 
Page legislators at this time is 
still difficult since a month re­ 
mains for action on many of 
their bills, some of which are 
now in the Senate after House 
passage and many others are 
still tied up in committee. 
However, at this point Red­ 
mond’s bills for pollution con­ 
trol of DuPage streams seems 
a sure winner. Another winner 
seems to be Hoffman’s profes­ 
sional negotiations bill. 
Except for certain partisan 
legislation, the representatives 
seemed 
to 
have 
co-operated 
quite well among themselves 
and with their colleagues from 
northwest Cook. Representatives 
Eugene Schlickman (R-Arling- 
ton Heights), David Regner (R- 
Mount Prospect) and Mrs. Eu­ 


genia 
Chapman 
(D- Arlington 
Heights). 
Their names consistently ap­ 
pear on the same bills, particu­ 
larly those in education and 
those aimed at particular needs 
of their respective areas. 


S I M I L A R L Y , Kneupfer’s 
name is joined a number of 
times with northwest Cook Sen. 
John Graham (R-Barrington). 
Typically for these and all 
other legislators, much 
back­ 
scratching has gone on and 
most bills fall into categories 
which Republicans and Demo­ 
crats support alike. 
During this session Graham 
introduced 19 bills; Schlickman 
27, Regner 27 and Chapman 18 
In terms of area interest and 
importance, the most important 


bills from the northwest Cook 
legislators include Schlickman's 
for convict halfway houses and 
a work-release program and 
Chapman’s efforts for funds for 
the junior colleges which include 
the College of DuPage and the 
Harper College in Palatine. 


THOUGH THE number of bdls 
introduced by local legislators is 
not high compared to some 
other veterans, this does not 
indicate the total span of inter­ 
est or work for the local legis­ 
lators. 


Local legislators’ names ap­ 
pear as co-sponsors with the 
chief sponsors on many, many 
bills. Redmond’s name appears 
on 165 bills and Philip’s on 32; 
Hoffman’s on 52; and Kneupfer’s 
on 122.

The Roselle District 12 Board of Education last 
week shied away from “Project: Good Neighbor’' when 
Supt. E. VV. J. Bagg asked permission to distribute 
explanatory pamphlets and other materials to elemen­ 
tary and junior high school students. 


Poor timing by project 
of familiarity with the mate­ 
rials were board members’ main 
considerations 
in 
withholding 
their blessing. 
The project is sponsored by 
the Leadership Council for Met­ 
ropolitan Open Communities as 
an attempt to educate people in 
the problems and issues involv­ 
ed in equal opportunity ’n hous­ 
ing. 
The project is slated for the 
week of June 4 to June ll. 
It will center around a week 
(rf television shows on live Chi­ 
cago stations. Along with the 
television shows, the Leadership 
Council for Metropolitan Open 
Communities plans to organize 
discussion m e e t i n g s in the 
homes of people throughout the

Register Monday, Project:Good 
Neighbor is “a very big and 
very important educational ef­ 
fort” and is headed by Robert 
Ingersol, chief executive officer 
of Borg Warner Corp. 
Bluberg said at l e a s t 250 
school superintendents in the 
Chicago metropolitan area had 
been contacted and asked to dis­ 
tribute descriptive brochures ex­ 
plaining the project. 
As of Monday, Roselle Dis­ 
trict 12 was one (rf several in 
the area that had been reach­ 
ed by the Project: Good Neigh­ 
bor mailings. 
Lake Park High School Supt. 
Carl Forrester along with other 
elementary school superintend­ 
ents reported they had not yet 
been contacted. 


AT THE DISTRICT 12 board 
meeting, the project had the en­ 
dorsement of Supt. Bagg “as a 
private citizen and as a school 
official. 
“There is only one way to 
solve this problem (of equal op­ 
portunity) and that is through 
education,” Bagg said. “It is a 
matter of changing concepts. 
The problem is one of educa­ 
tion, not politics.” 
In requesting board permis­ 
sion to distribute Project: Good 
Neighbor materials, Bagg sought 
a board policy decision. 
However, 
at 
the 
time 
of 
Thursday’s meeting, neither he 
nor board members had read 
any of the materials. 
Bagg said Monday his copy 
of the brochure did not reach 
him until after the meeting. 
Board Pres. Donald Bessey 
seemed to state the board con­ 
sensus when he said members 
did not want to vote for some­ 
thing they had not read, espe­ 
cially since it is likely to be­ 


come controversial. 
POOR TIMING was cited by 
board member Dr. Donald Lloyd 
who said, “School is about over 
and it will go by so fast the 
kids will not pay attention to 
it.” 
Member M e l v i n Luxenberg 
disagreed with the board ma­ 
jority. He said the pamphlet was 
a good idea and unfamiliarity 
was not a reason to keep the 
material from being distributed 
or discussed in the schools. 
“We don’t read everything be­ 
fore the kids do. Why should 
we read and approve or disap­ 
prove this material just because 
it might be a controversial is­ 
sue?” he said. 


In answer to a question from 
Luxenberg, Bagg said board ap­ 
proval was not a necessary pre­ 
requisite to distribution of the 
pamphlet. 
B u t due to the controversy 
potential of the material, there 
should be a board decision, 
Bagg explained. 
In the light of his experience 
the superintendent thought it 
would be wiser to have the 
board involved. 
“I am greatly concerned about 
the attitude of the children with 
regard to race,” Bagg stated. 
“All of you know my position 
in this matter. If a colored child 
enrolls in Roselle schools, he 
will have my support.”

Laws and logic don’t always 
find a happy wedding. In their 
profo and wisdom over the years, 
our state lawmakers have writ­ 
ten laws that permit a city to 
reach itchy fingers into a county 
for annexation. That’s OK. But 
when 
county 
fingers 
reach 
across sacrosanct county lines 
into another county, or city, 
they get smacked. 
O’Hare is a City of Chicago 
Airport, so when it needed to 
stretch beyond the Cook-DuPage 
county line westward, it did. 
Northlake is a city. When it 
thought a piece of DuPage 
County looked like good nibbling, 
it bit. 
Pheasant Run Lodge owners, 
several years ago, asked the Du­ 
Page County board to rezone 
property it owned to the north 
of North avenue so it could de­ 
velop another parking lot there. 
County board said, “Nothing 
doing. It’s not safe.” 
It didn’t take much persuasion 
to get St. Charles, some several 
miles to the west in Kane Coun­ 
ty, to invite that fat little 
money - making 
Pheasant 
to 
come on in. In fact, there are 
those suspicious souls who sus­ 
pect it may all have been plan­ 
ned thataway. 
ANYWAY, St. Charles is now 
in DuPage County with its 
sewers and police and what 


have you. And it scoops out of 
this county the sales tax that 
otherwise went thisaway. 
And approximately one out of 
every five parking their planes 
at the DuPage County Airport 
are from you know where — 
Kane County! Yet the fuss and 
feuding kicked up when DuPage 
wants clear-zonrt area into Kane 
so that small, privately owned 
jets and larger prop planes can 
take off and land with safety! 
THIS APPEARS to be an­ 
other situation where someone’s 
public relations homework just 
wasn’t done. And I could enu­ 
merate other problems that suf­ 
fer the same fate, ad infinitum. 
It’s so much more effective 
to sit down over a cup of tea (?) 
and hash over differences, at 
least as a start. When that 
strategy fails within a reason­ 
able try, then other methods 
must be sought. 
In fact, this business I’m in 
makes me accutely aware of the 
vital role played in all aspects 
of life today by communications. 
It’s just about the most impor­ 
tant tool with which any of us 
operates. Without it we don’t 
move. And using it erroneously 
can be deadly. 
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• * * 
POLITICS FOR the most part 
should be for before-elections. 
Once in office an elected official 
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is supposed to represent all the 
people . . . right? 
Then why is there not better 
comm '.ideation among the var­ 
ious representatives and sena­ 
tors sent to Springfield, what­ 
ever their politics? They all vote 
and they all have influence on 
other votes. 
Why, then, is there not insist­ 
ence on holding of some regu­ 
larly set meetings with the leg­ 
islators and the legislr tive com­ 
mittee down in Sp’ingfield sup­ 
posedly lobbying for the county. 
Many votes, of co»irse, will al­ 
ways be cast strictly on party 
lines. 
But there are bills that are | 
important to the progress and | 
development of DuPage that call 
for support from both sides of' 
the political fence. Downstate I 
legislators have downstate situ­ 
ations that differ from ours. 
THEY NEED to be convinced 
before they’ll vote for DuPage. j 
The convincing too often is not I 
done at all, or is done at the | 
wrong time and place. 
Interestingly just this week 
the word “direction’ ’ cropped up 
in conversations with several 
county board members. Claude 
Walker, just named chairman 
of the legislative committee for 
the board, used it in describing 
a need. So did Pat Savaiano, 
chairman of another important 
committee — salaries and job 
classification. 
Democrats Bill Redmond and 
Joe Tumpach, too, have fre­ 
quently expressed a willingness 
to cooperate even more than 
they do in this legislative mix­ 
up. But they can’t very well 
push bills they don’t even know 
exist. 
SO. SOMEBODY . . . even 
even though this session is near­ 
ly a dead duck . . . sit down 
and talk to each other. Decide 
what bills still must be pushed 
through . . . which ones are ex­ 
pendable and get out there 
fellas and fight, fight, fight for 
old DuTage. 
And I don’t mean those Sun­ 
day morning breakfast meetings 
that are called by GOP county 
chairman Elmer Hoffman. I’m 
not so privileged that I’m invited 
to attend those weekly get-to­ 
gethers. But those who do will 
usually have a few comments 
to make the following Monday. 
One did and I recall it went 
something like this: 
“I sit there and listen while 
I’m told how to vote and what 
to support and what not to sup­ 
port. Then I go back down to 
Springfield and vote the way I 
think I should. I believe most 
of the others do the same. 
“The day of voting strictly 
on party lines is over. We need 
the Democrats’ votes, and they 
need ours. We all represent all 
the people in this county. I think 
it’s time we communicate with 
each other so we really know 
what we’re doing.” 


* * * 
THE NEED FOR communi­ 
cation is revealed in newly 
noticed efforts of our business 
and industrial leaders here to 
unite for better remits. The 
North DuPage Industrial Devel­ 
opment Association came first. 
Then Downers Grove Chamber 
of Commerce on the south began 
to concern itself with industry. 
Now in central DuPage, the 
Greater Wheaton C of C is form­ 
ing the nucleus for a commis­ 
sion of industrialists with plants 
and developments there. 
Who knows, someday they 
may all start talking to each 
other across the vast abyss of 
space — Downers Grove to Ad­ 
dison, West Chicago to Santa Fe 
—and find they speak one lan­ 
guage — DuPage.

The Addison Chamber of Commerce gave its program a new 
twist last Thursday night at the annual dinner of the business 
group, held at the Indian Lake Country Club in Bloomingdale. 
The program was turned over to the Forensic Team of five 
students from Wheaton High School who, with each displaying an 
individual platform talent, turned in a stellar performance. It 
was explained that high schools are going in for this type of 
competition in a big way, in addition to and in contrast with 
conventional sports. It requires a different kind of ability and 
talent which 
is 
associated with 
learning 
and 
scholastic 
excellence. In other words it draws on the intelligence. 


The Wheaton team has won innumerable awards for 
superior achievement in competitive contests with other high 
schools. These are individual efforts, calling for dramatic 
ability, public speaking, impersonation and so on. In some 
cases they select a subject and create their own script. 
These youngsters exhibit poise, express themselves well, give 
evidence of talent and the subject matter is far removed 
from the frivolous. 


This kind of education involving self-expression before 
audiences, we’re sure few taxpayers supporting schools have 
heard little about. Ifs a training in self­ 
discipline and individual initiative and is guided 
by purpose—the best education in the world. 
These youngsters and scores like them, we 
thought as we listened, are going to continue 
being heard from after they finish high school. 
Our schools are too much judged, we believe, by 
what is broadcast about dropouts, beatniks and 
longhairs. The vast majority of youngsters are 
trying to discover inborn talents and develop 
he0 
latent abilities. They have set goals for them­ 
selves and are aiming high. 


Encouragement is needed rather than criticism and the 
schools and the educational programs are entitled to full support 
by citizens. 


On this program was an exchange student, a girl from 
Malaya. She has a superb command of the English 
language. In fact, she seemed to be more familiar with it 
than most of us. Here was a performance by an oriental 
girl, showing intelligence and confidence. She was six or 
seven thousand miles away from home. But in dress. 


mannerisms, speech she was as American as any high school 
youngster in DuPage County. 
We thought of the thousands of others, boys and girls like 
her, back in Malaya who were not “exchange students” but who 
had equal abilities. These young people have the capacity to 
learn, they want to learn and should be given the opportunity. 
Education will do more for world peace than bullets and bombs, 
and will cost far less. It is the inherent desire, we believe, of 
all people to rise above degradation and poverty. 
They’re 
entitled to a chance in a sane world society. 
Another presentation that impressed us was that of a senior 
youth entitled “The Spirit of the Constitution.” It was not a “dry 
as bones” legalistic analysis, but the speaker gave his theme 
life and made his audience feel that life. 
In effect, he said, this “spirit” creates respect in a person 
for himself and having done this it creates in this same person a 
respect for others. That’s pretty good thinking and ifs a pretty 
big message. It’s been said hundreds of times in hundreds of 
different ways, by hundreds of different people—some pretty 
inport ant ones. One we think of was Jesus. That’s why the 
American Consitution is referred to as a great human document. 


But this young man developed this “spirit” further. The 
person who respects himself and extends this respect “for 
others” is, in the aggregate, greater than the State — the 
individuals are superior to their government. Here is the 
essence of American democracy and was stated in another 
way by Thomas Jefferson: lf the nation had to choose 
between government and newspapers, it could well afford to 
dispense with government. 


Where people respect themselves and others some form of 
democracy follows. 


As each student was called, he or she gave an explanation of 
what it was about. After listening to this Lions student program 
our primary impression is that there are going to be some 
remarkable changes in our secondary education along the lines 
that we’ve been discussing. The kind of performances put on by 
these students amount to “self-teaching.” 


It’s far more interesting, far more constructive. The student 
participates a great deal more in his own education. Therefore 
it is more rewarding, because it involves the whole personality. 
Tdmorrow, there will be less emphasis on “grades” and more 
about what kind of a whole person can be created.

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An Analysis: What Is 
NIPC’s Role in Planning?

Is the Northeastern Illinois Planning Commission an ogre? 
Does the organization act as a vanguard for metropolitan 
government and the eventual breakdown of local controls? 
Now in the Legislature is a bill that amends the commission’s 
name to include “Advisory” in its name and another bill, 
sponsored by Eugene Schlickman of Arlington Heights, calls for 
a Legislative Advisory Commit 
tee to work with the commis­ 
sion on policy and administra­ 
tion. 
Hearings on the continuation 
of the commission have been 
held by legislators. Some com­ 
mented that what made them 
pro-NIPC was the haranguing 
by the Save Our Suburbs group 
which 
violently opposes the 
commission. 
HAVING A l a r g e l y north 
shore following, SOS consistent­ 
ly and methodically disrupted 
planning hearings held in Cook 
and DuPage counties by NIPC 
officers. 
The reaction of those like the 
legislators who are not opposed 
or perhaps neutral on the sub­ 
ject was to react against SOS 
and its supporters. 
Because 
SOS was so negative, people 
denounced them and their criti­ 
cisms. 
Yet, more thought-out criti­ 
cism came just a week ago 
from Northwest Municipal Con­ 
ference which represents the 
municipalities along the Chi­ 
cago A North Western Railway 
in Cook County. 
NIPC favors the “f i n g e r 
plan,” one of several alterna­ 
tives for determining (in an ad­ 
visory capacity?) how the sub­ 
urbs should develop. 
NORTHWEST municipal offi­ 
cials attacked the finger plan 
because it concentrated popu- 
l a t i o n s along transportation 
belts and kept areas in between 
open. To have such concentra­ 
tions would mean apartments 
and high density. 
Matthew Rockwell, executive 
director of NIPC, has comment­ 
ed that land for development is 
being gobbled too fast and that 
the way to solve the situation is 
to have high rises or denser de­ 
velopments. It is no surprise, 
then, that with Rockwell as 
chief planner, the finger plan 
would be favored over the clus­ 
ter plan supported by munici­ 
palities. The cluster plan allows 
a greater mix of development 
and individuality in communi­ 
ties, local officials claim. 
NOW, HOW a d v i s o r y is 
NIPC? To date, pretty much 
so. However, with its official 
recognition from the Legisla­ 
ture, it does take on a strong 
legalistic position for whatever 
plan it adopts.

Northwest municipal officials 
pointed out that the status of 
NIPC is such that any plan it 
has might become enforceable 
if a builder took the plan to 
court to force a zoning that in­ 
dividual 
communities d o n’t 
want. 


In a sense, a NIPC plan could 
be a precedent-setter. Just as 
municipalities and the county 
have found, where a precedent 
for apartments has been estab­ 
lished, ifs hard later to stop 
the trend. The courts have in 
several recent cases, notably in 
the Niles area, supported the 
builder over local zoning wish­ 
es. 
Already, and this can be ar­ 
gued whether ifs the best or 
worst way to handle it, NIPC 
has been recognized by the fed­ 
eral government as the agency 
to review municipal requests 
for federal funds. 


Though NIPC is only “advi­ 
sory” to the federal request for 
a recommendation on a project, 
it does not seem likely the fed­ 
eral government will go out of 
its way to act contrary to such 
a regional body. 
So far, NIPC hasn’t turned 
down any requests, so no test 
case has developed where a vil­ 
lage pursues a project despite 
NIPC recommendations. 
The SOS group, or conserva

Bensenville 
A frustrated builder left a Bensenville Village Board meeting 
last Thursday night, muttering to his real estate agent: 
“Okay, let’s let it go industrial.” 
The remark, made by Jack Brown to Glenn Thomas, of Sloan 
Real Estate, more-or-less concluded a stormy session with the 
village board. 
Brown had been trying to get 
some sign of intent from trus­ 
tees, regarding their reaction to 
a 
proposed large 
apartment 
complex in the heart of the vil­ 
lage. 
The complex would be con­ 
tained on seven acres bounded 
by Green and Lincoln Streets, 
Railroad Avenue, and an indus­ 
trial area. 


A C C O R D I N G 
to litera­ 
ture Brown had prepared for 
industrial buyers, the s e v e n 
acres have all improvements in. 
They are just 15 minutes 
away from the entrance to the 
world’s largest airport, 15 miles 
from Chicago’s Loop, four miles 
from the Tri-State Toll Road, 
two miles from the Eisenhower 
Expressway, just minutes away 
from one of the world’s largest 
railroad f r e i g h t docks, and 
within three blocks from village 
police, fire and commuter rail­ 
road stations. 
Along with Brown’s request 
for an open mind on an apart­ 
ment complex, village trustees 
heard the results of an elabor­ 
ate study Brown made to show 
why apartments would be good 
for Bensenville. 
No action was taken, pending 
a similar study by the Bensen­ 
ville Zone-Pl an Commission. 
So, Brown may not wait. He 
may let the land go to industrial 
development. 
HIS ENTIRE argument in fa­ 
vor of apartments — maae at 
the request of the village presi­ 
dent, Brown said — centered on 
the 
advantages high density 
zoning would bring to Bensen­ 
ville. 
He said, “More than half of 
every dollar spent in this con­ 
struction remains in the com­ 
munity. 
Most 
materials 
are 
purchased locally, and all of my 
labor lives in the town. 
“The construction would help 
restaurants, building s u p p l y 
dealers, furniture stores, storm 
window men, movers, garden 
shops, paint stores — and even 
churches.” 
With seven buildings, e a c h 
containing 24 apartment units, 
there would be a total of 168 
units. 
Most of them would be one 
bedroom units, so Brown figur­ 
ed an average of three people 
to a unit — or 504 residents. 
HE SAID, according to gov­ 
ernment figures, each person 
would spend from $2,500 to $3,- 
000 a year “in their own town.” 
He figured this would come to 
$1,386,000 additional m o n e y 
spent 
in 
Bensenville. 
“This 
would enable the merchants to 
start modernizing.” 
He said the apartment com­ 
plex would provide a buffer 
zone between residential, busi­ 
ness and factory areas. 
T h e amount from permits 
“will pay the building inspec­ 
tor’s salary for a year or two,” 
he said, and 300 cars belonging 
to tenants would give the vil­ 
lage vehicle tax receipts and 
motor fuel tax refunds, not to 
mention gasoline taxes paid to 
local service stations and all 
other sales taxes paid into local 
stores. 
ON THE OTHER hand, he 
noted, since most of the apart­ 
ments would be one-bedroom, 
the tenants probably would be 
older people whose children are 
married, or young married cou­ 
ples who have not yet started 


to raise families. 
He estimated the maximum 
number of children in the en­ 
tire complex would be about 96 
— figuring two children in each 
of the proposed 48 two-bedroom 
units. 
Brown 
also a r g u e d that 
apartments require less village 
maintenance and fewer village 
services than would be requir- 
. ed for the same number of sin­ 
gle family homes. 
Brown then offered the fol­ 
lowing comments; 
“SOME OF our zoning ordi­ 
nances are static and too re­ 
strictive. 
“Our Chamber of Commerce 
and Realtors spend a fortune to 
lure industry to our town. 
“T h en , through restrictive 
zoning, the board makes it vir­ 
tually impossible for builders to 
provide adequate housing for 
the middle income groups need­ 
ed to sustain the new industry. 
“A zoning ordinance is not a 
law handed down on a stone 
tablet. It should be upgraded 
from time to time to meet the 
economics of the times. 
“The plan commission and 
trustees not only have the pow­ 
er to revise and modernize the 
zoning ordinance, but they have 
the obligation to the people of 
the village to fulfill this duty.” 
BENSENVILLE is among the 
most 
restrictive 
villages in 
terms of land requirements for 
apartment buildings. 
One-bedroom apartments re­ 
quire 2.500 square feet of land 
each, and two-bedroom apart­ 
ments require 3,000 square feet 
of land per unit. 
In Arlington Heights, the re­ 
quirements are 600 square feet 
for one-bedroom and 900 square 
feet for two-bedroom units. 
Addison 
also 
is restrictive, 
but was very liberal, Brown 
said, before new limits were set 
recently to discourage further 
apartment construction. 
Elk Grove Village allows 20 
units per acre, and Elmhurst 
allows one- and two-bedroom 
units per 1,550 square feet of 
land. 
Buildings in Addison and Ar­ 
lington Heights may be f o u r 
stories high, three stories high 
in Elk Grove Village and Elm­ 
hurst, and only two stories high 
in Bensenville. 
ACCORDING to 
information 
obtained f r o m the 
Addison 
Township assessor’s office, one 
20-unit apartment building on 
one acre of the land in ques­ 
tion would have a total estimat­ 
ed valuation of $127,400. 
The lot containing the build­ 
ing would be valued at $12,400. 
The 20-unit building would be 
valued at $115,000. 
Brown proposes, however, to 
construct seven such buildings, 
each with 24 units to make a 
total 
of 
168 units on seven 
acres. 
The 
assessor’s office made 
the estimate based on the con­ 
struction of each building on a 
200 by 400 foot lot, with such 
features in the building as brick 
exterior, gas heat, E n g l i s h 
basements, hardwood f l o o r s , 
dry wall interiors, and compo­ 
sition roofing. 
Brown's firm is known as A. 
J. Brown Builders, located at 
321 E. Irving Park Road, Wood 
Dale, and he is a resident of 
Bensenville. His agent, Thom­ 
as, is a Wood Dale resident but 
does business in Bensenville.

More than a century ago, Church Road 
was named in honor of the complex of 
churches in what now is nicknamed Church­ 
ville. 
The 
complex 
of 
religious 
worship 
buildings south of Bensenville dates back to 
the establishment of the Zion Lutheran Con­ 
gregation in 1838. 
The villa of churches was solidified with 
the coming of the Immanuel United Church of 
Christ congregation, originally organized as 
the United Reformed Lutheran Church of 
Churchville in 1842. 
The picture broadened even more when 
the church community last year embraced the 
St. Demetrios Greek Orthodox congregation. 
Some 58 families held their first services in 
Churchville last January. 
About the time the Battle of Fredricks- 
burg was being fought in 1861 during the Civil 
War, the existing Zion Lutheran Church build­ 
ing was being dedicated. 
It has been recognized as the first 
Lutheran Church in Northern Illinois, and in 
1963 was designated a Landmark Church of 
the Lutheran Faith. 
The Immanuel United congregation took a 
toehold when, in 1859, the Evangelical Synod 
sent a pastor. 
A board of trustees then 
acquired land for a church site, cemetery and 
parsonage. 
A frame church and parsonage were built 
on the west side of the road in 1860, and used 
until 1925. Only German services were held. 
The first schoolhouse was built in 1866, and 
still stands on the west side of Church Road. 
A fire which swept through and demolish­ 
ed the frame church in the 1920's led to the 
next chapter in the history of the Immanuel 
Church. 
A brick church was constructed at the 
original site and was used for worship 
services 
until 
last 
year, 
when 
the 
St. 
Demetrios congregation began making plans 
to move in. 
And, the Immanuel Church set up head­ 
quarters in a bright new and larger sanctuary 
and church school (Hi the east side of the road, 
directly opposite its first, abandoned school­ 
house, and next door to the expanding Zion 
Church and school complex. 
Church Road is aptly named, with this 
picturesque complex, and with other churches 
and other faiths to the south and to the north 
in the unparalleled community known locally 
as Churchville.

Suburb Apartments 
Must Be Planned 


Properly introduced and properly 
regulated, apartments can be an asset 
to the suburban community. Unplanned 
and uncontrolled, they can undermine 
the residential character of suburban 
areas and create added burdens for tax­ 
payers already hard-pressed to finance 
schools and other essential public serv­ 
ices. 


Most suburbs have done a good job 
of regulating 
apartment growth 
by 
tailoring building and zoning codes to 
preserve a proper balance between 
single-family 
and 
multiple 
dwelling 
developments. This has been achieved 
by controlling the number and location 
of apartments, guarding against over­ 
crowding with low density land require­ 
ments, 
and 
protecting 
schools 
by 
generally making it expensive and in­ 
convenient to raise children in multiple- 
family buildings. 


As a result, apartments have had 
slight impact on school enrollments and 
tax burdens. 
One and two-bedroom apartments 
generally provide few pupils, usually 
pay substantially higher taxes, and 
provide a greater flow of dollars into 
the community, especially when com­ 
pared with other land uses. 
In northwest suburbs, an average 
17 per cent of apartment building gross 
income goes to real estate taxes. And 
while a 1963 survey showed that Arling­ 
ton Heights apartments produced only 
one school-age child for every unit, a 
random sampling made last week in 
102 units produced only one school-age 
child for every 19 units. 
The “problem” of apartments is 
more one of county government than 
it is village. 
For while suburbs have 
maintained careful control and enforced 
high standards. Cook County has been 
permissive in its rezoning and 
been 
largely ineffective in regulating apart­ 
ment growth. 
As a result, most cases of undesir­ 
able development are in unincorpo­ 
rated 
areas 
under 
county 
zoning 
jurisdiction—poor quality, tenement­ 
like construction, “cornfield” loca­ 
tions cheaply acquired and specula­ 
tively zoned, easily-broken leases pro­ 
ducing 
h i g h 
tenant turnover and 
empty units, and worst of all, shells 
of unfinished buildings blighting the 
landscape. 


Suburban officials have little influ­ 
ence over county zoning decisions. 


This was most recently illustrated in 
the county board’s unanimous approval 
of rezoning for 48 acres at Goebbert 
and Seegers Roads in unincorporated 
Elk Grove Township for a $15 million. 
900-unit rental development. 


Although both Mount Prospect and 


Arlington Heights formally objected to 
the project, neither village was given 
an opportunity to present its arguments 
in person before the board. 


The county dismissed as “insuffi­ 
cient” the objections of Arlington 
Heights that the project was too high 
density, 
could 
not 
be 
adequately 
served with water and sewer, and 
would create serious traffic problems. 


The county accepted the developer’s 
assurance he would, if necessary, form 
his own private water company. Fire 
protection for the giant 4-story apart­ 
ment buildings will be provided by Elk 
Grove Rural Fire Protection District. 
Police protection will depend upon the 
Cook County Sheriff, who has one squad 
car patrolling all of north Cook County 
between Lake Michigan and Barrington. 


Although nearly 28 per cent of the 
projected 
900 
units 
will 
be 
three- 
bedrooms, the developer denied there 
would be any financial burden for 
School District 59. 


The Elk Grove action was necessary, 
according to the board, because it 
risked possible court action if a zoning 
decision had not been forthcoming. The 
county has frequently blamed 
court 
decisions, w hich tend to ignore planning 
theories and controls, for unfavorable 
zoning actions. 


Apartments in suburbia are inevi­ 
table — and a necessary part of a 
balanced, well-rounded 
community. 
The demand for such units continues 
to grow’ as suburbs attract increasing 
numbers of young couples who want 
suburban residence but cannot yet 
afford a house, single people, workers 
following relocation of their jobs to 
outlying communities, and retired or 
middle-aged persons. 


The progress being made by munici­ 
palities in planning for apartments is 
being retarded, however, by the refusal 
or inability of Cook County to cooperate 
in assuring orderly, proper development 
in areas outside village jurisdiction. 


County zoning laws should be revised 
or rewritten, if necessary, to overcome 
the permissiveness of court decisions. 


County officials should cooperate and 
consult with village leaders in exercis­ 
ing intelligent planning and coordina­ 
tion. 


Municipalities must make certain 
they provide the county with carefully- 
documented. specific arguments 
and 
proposals 
based 
on 
comprehensive 
planning. 


Until these goals are achieved, sub­ 
urbs will be faced with an indefinite 
period of county action serving only to 
open the floodgates to a tide of con­ 
tinuing problems. 


Occasional Glimpse 


Billboards, alas, are in no danger of 
extinction. 
It looked for a while as 
though they might be threatened by the 
Highway Beautification Act of 1965. 
But when Congress was writing the 
law banning billboards within 660 feet 
of federally 
assisted 
primary 
high­ 
ways. requiring the screening of auto 
junkyards w ithin 1,000 feet of them and 
providing funds for roadside improve­ 
ments, the billboard lobby saw' to it 
that the law exempted many kinds of 
signs 
and 
mandated 
payments 
to 
ow ners of removed signs. 
Then it attacked the law as costly 
and cumbersome. 
The states, which, to avoid possible 
penalties of IO per cent of federal-aid 
highway allotments, must have set up 
controls by Jan. I, 1968, have been told 
to ignore the deadline by the congress­ 


man most involved. 
He is Rep. John 
C. Kluczynski (D-Ill.h the roads sub­ 
committee chairman who steered the 
lobby-weakened bill through the House 
in 1965. 


Since Congress must pass a new 
appropriation by June 30. Kluczynski 
is in a good position to make trouble. 
At the recent hearings on the law, he 
said: “ I believe we enacted a can of 
worms and I’m going to try to untangle 
it.” 


Worms or no, the anti-billboard law 
should be extended and enforced. 
It 
must be possible to give the American 
motorist at least an occasional blurred 
vision of a tree unobscured by bill­ 
boards exploiting the highway he paid 
for.

Behind the Headlines 
Polling the Voters

“What’s up Charlie Brown?” 
“Oh, it’s just Congress try­ 
ing to figure out what to do 
with all the great issues of 
the day.” 
“Wonder what ifs going to 
do, Charlie. 
You know, I 
think?” 
“LITTLE MAN, so far re­ 
moved from the big Washing­ 
ton scene, who cares what you 
think? 
“MY CONG HESSMAN! 
THATS WHO!” 
And one of the best ways 
for a congressman to find out 
what you think is via a regu­ 
lar questionnaire asking about 
the many issues before Con­ 
gress. 
But not all constituents are 
ever asked. They might send 
unsolicited a 
l e t t e r 
of 
opinion but 
t h e i r con- 
c g r essmen 
never really 
ask them for 
an opinion. 
R esidents 
of the north- 
west suburbs 
are lucky. Their congress­ 
men, Donald Rumsfeld (R- 
13th), Donald Rumsfeld (R- 
14th), and Robert McGory (R- 
12th), do ask the people for 
their opinions via the very fa­ 
miliar “national issue polls” 
they put out periodically. 
Normally, every address 
in their respective districts 
receives a questionnaire. In 


the most recent one issued 
by Rumsfeld, Viet Nam, the 
military draft and social se­ 
curity needs were among 
the issues. 
According to Rumsfeld, of 
435 congressmen, only 150 is­ 
sue such questionnaires. Most 
congressmen who do come 
from the suburban and “outer 
city” areas in the nation. 
“You don’t see much of 
them from congressmen in the 
south,” Rumsfeld remarks. 


FEW CONGRESSMEN put 
out questionnaires, among oth­ 
er reasons, because of an old 
comments. 
If you put out a question­ 
naire, then people’s attention 
is called to an issue and they 
become aware of how their 
congressmen vote. With re­ 
sults given in the question­ 
naire, people then see that 
their congressmen often do 
not vote the way the people 
wished them to. 
“Every time you have, 
say 30 per cent, disagree­ 
ing with you on a particu­ 
lar issue, you may lose 
v o t e s,” Rumsfeld s a y s . 
“While a minority may dis­ 
agree with you on only one 
issue, a different group dis­ 
agrees with you on another. 
People tend to remember 
only the negative and this 
number who disagree with 
you increases every year.” 
The end result, of course, is 
a 
congressman 
might 
get 
enough people upset about 
enough individual issues, sim­ 
ply because he called atten­ 
tion to them and himself, and 


he’ll find himself out of of­ 
fice next election. 


IT’S A political theory the 
northwest suburban congress­ 
men obviously don’t subscribe 
to. 
Despite any political risk, 
Rumsfeld states he finds the 
questionnaires valuable. 
“I’ve found that for me to 
feel that I’m doing a good 
job as a representative, I 
have to have a two-way flow 
with the people in my dis­ 
trict,” Rumsfeld says. “It 
also has shown that people 
in my district are interest­ 
ed.” 
Besides the value a ques­ 
tionnaire has in giving con­ 
gressmen an inkling how their 
constituents feels, it also re­ 
minds the constituents about 
the issues and that they have 
a congressman they can go 
to for information. 
“It reminds them a con­ 
gressman has an address,” 
Rumsfeld says. 
RESPONSE 
to the ques­ 
tionnaires, usually put out 
once each congressional sea­ 
son, is quite good, especially 
when you consider the fact 
that for people to return the 
questionnaire they must place 
it in their own envelope, put 
on their own stamp and take 
the time to mail it. 
Response to R u m sfeld’s 
questionnaires has been be­ 
tween 15 and 23 per cent. 
About 
130,000 questionnaires 
are mailed out by Rumsfeld. 
McGory has had about 15,- 
000 
questionnaires 
returned 
this year from a mailing of 


140,000. 
A “yes” or “no” answer 
is asked on the question­ 
naires, but Rumsfeld finds 
that many people will in­ 
clude written answers ex­ 
panding and clarifying their 
positions. 
Rumsfeld defends the clari­ 
ty of his questions and has 
been praised for the objectivi­ 
ty of them. If they appear 
“muddled,” he says, “it is on­ 
ly because the issues a r e 
muddled.” 
PURPOSE of the polls, as 
Rumsfeld sees them, is to get 
a general feeling of the pub­ 
lic attitude. In no way, be­ 
cause of the complexity of the 
issues, could a congressman 
merely “reflect” in his votes 
what the people have answer­ 
ed. 
“The ultimate responsibility 
of the votes on issues are my 
own,” Rumsfeld states flatly. 
A u n i q u e congressional 
enterprise was launched by 
Erlenborn. He started an 
“There Oughta Be a Law” 
contest in which his constit­ 
uents were asked to suggest 
a law. He received 2,600 re­ 
sponses. The winning entry, 
picked by a special panel, 
was introduced in the House 
by Erlenborn. 
But among the suggestions 
Erlenborn received was one to 
outlaw “silly questionnaires” 
and fine the congressmen the 
amount it costs to put them 
out. 
The cost for the question­ 
naires are paid for out of a 
congressman’s in d i v i d u a I 
budget.

Have you ever wondered 
why, with all the “reform” 
going on, we haven’t achieved 
perfection in our lives? 
Thoughts of reform passed 
through my mind recently 
when I read 
that s o m e 
judges a re 
being inves­ 
tigated for 
possible mis­ 
uses of their 
p o w e r 
to 
free 
people 
on bond. 
I 
r e member­ 
ed, you see, that the Blue Bal­ 
lot judicial amendment ap­ 
proved by the public several 
years ago was labeled “Court 
Reform.” 
And, in truth, the court sys­ 
tem today is far superior to 
the one it replaced. Under the 
former system, abuse was not 
only tolerated, it was encour-

aged. 
I GUESS the breakdown of 
the word “reform” in this 
case at least is a matter of 
human failings that can occur 
under the best reformed sys­ 
tem. 
There’s another use of the 
word “reform” that is diffi­ 
cult to swallow. It is used to 
give popularity to a weak 
measure that is not a gen­ 
uine “reform.” 
Take, 
for 
example, 
the 
“credit reform” bill approved 
unanimously in the state Sen­ 
ate last week and passed 
along to the house. 
lf passed, the bill would 
establish the following year­ 
ly maximums on interest 
paid for cars: 15 per cent 
for a new car, 22 per cent 
on two-year-old cars, 27.5 
per cent on four-year-old 
cars, 31.5 per cent on cars 
older than four years. 
In this case, the word “re­ 
form” comes to mean legal­ 
ized usury. 


NOW, YOU AND I know we 
aren’t going to pay such in­ 
terest rates. (Right?) On the 
whole, these rates will be re­ 
served for the very poor and 
ve'-y ignorant, mostly black 
but many white. You and I 
will shop around, and even if 
we don’t understand all the 
confusing terms about interest 
rates and how the rates are 
figured, we can, on the whole, 
form some accurate impres­ 
sions. 
But the guy down in the 
slum isn’t going to be deal­ 
ing with the same lender as 
you and ti because of his 
economic status he’s going 
to regard the loan as more 
of a favor than a business 
venture. He’s going to be 
less able to put guile or 
high pressure to the side. 
You can bet he’s the one 
who will be paying that legal­ 
ized one-third interest on the 
old jalop. 
NET EFFECT of the bill, 


if passed, will be nil for the 
average suburbanite. Sophis­ 
tication and a healthy busi­ 
ness climate have kept typical 
rates below those permitted 
under the act, and that won’t 
change. 
But the poor guy might be 
“reformed” into bankruptcy.

What would be 
the end result for a genera­ 
tion for whom all taboos were 
removed? Would they be bet­ 
ter or worse—or no different? 
And most important, who has 
the courage to try such an ex­ 
periment? 


Like it or not, all of our 
lives we have been subject 
to 
censorship. 
It 
began 
when, as toddlers, our par­ 
ents said firm, sharp noes to 
our handling fragile or sharp 
objects, grabbed us away 
from hot stoves, spanked us 
for running into the street. 
It continued at school, with 
a long list of prohibitions 
and an even longer list of 
“you musts.” 


Worst of all was church, 
with its whole progression of 
“thou shalt nots.” Surely the 
greatest killjoy and censor of 
all time was Moses, w h o 
broutht t h o s e id-inhibiting 
tablets down from Mt. Sinai, 
while cannily professing to 
have received them from a 
higher source. (Happily, and a 
triumph for modern theologi­ 
cal ingenuity, this regulatory 
onus has been relieved by the 
official pronouncement t h a t 
“God is dead.” ) 


AND THEN, at last, c a m e 
the magical freedom of adult­ 
hood, the worldly - wicked 
feeling while openly readi n g 
works by D. H. Lawrence and 
Erskine 
Caldwell — pretty 
heady stuff a short genera­ 
tion ago. With smug sophisti­ 
cation and an air of great ma­ 
turity, we swaggered into a 
burlesque show, an “adults 
only” movie or “banned 
in 
Boston” play. 


It was all great for a time, 
wild and free. But soon it be­ 
came a little frightening 
to 
realize the number of weak­ 
nesses the flesh is heir to; 
then a little bit boring; and 
finally, downright distasteful. 


More recently, as express­ 
ion in all media has become 
free to the point of no re­ 
striction, it seems human na­ 
ture has become stripped of 
all dignity, devoid of virtue, 
and one wonders what im­ 
pression is being made on the 
vulnerable young. 
Where can they turn today 
and not be bombarded with 
sex, degradation, violence, he- 
d o n i s rn, amorality? Books, 
newspapers, magazines, mov­ 
ies, plays, advertisements and 
television all seem to h a v e 
lost any vestige of what used 
to 
pass 
for respectability, 
trading sensation for profit. 


Personally, I don’t like what 
some of these invisible censors 
are doing. On the other hand, 
I might not like what public 
censors with the power to ban 
books, movies or plays might 
do. However, in the light of 
today’s trend, I am tempted 
to trust them more than the 
first group. 


Over the country there must 
be millions of parents and oth­ 
ers who would like to see a 
lessening emphasis on sex, 
violence and irresponsible es­ 
pousal of today’s myriad cults. 
Their united efforts, through 
expressions of opinion 
a n d 
boycotts, could change the 
thinking of publishers, movie 
makers, play producers, edu­ 
cators and advertisers over­ 
night. 


So if you, like me, don’t like 
what’s happening—why don’t 
we do something about it?

A Must for Camp: 
Meil ical Fact Sheet 


A camp director was quite 
concerned last year when a 10- 
year-old camper returned from 
a routine hike with red, puffy 
eyes swollen shut. A call to 
his mother revealed the boy 
was allergic to weeds. 
The 
incident 
need 
never 
have happened if the boy's 
condition had been reported 
on the first day of camp. Now 
the director will admit only 
those children whose parents 
provide him with a medical 
fact sheet signed by a physi­ 
cian. 
If you’re planning to send 
your child to camp this sum­ 
mer, the Illinois State Medical 
Society 
suggests 
you 
have 
your 
family 
physician 
give 
him a complete physical ex­ 
amination and heed the camp 
director’s advice — prepare a 
medical fact sheet on the child. 


WHAT information should be 
listed (Hi such a fact sheet? 
A minimum list should in­ 
clude any allergies to weeds, 


animals or food, any physical 
defect which would limit full 
participation in camp activi­ 
ties, a known hyperallergy to 
bee or wasp stings, reaction to 
common aspirin and the date 
of the child’s last tetanus shot. 
Other notations to be includ­ 
ed on the fact sheet should be 
any undue fear of water, the 
dark, 
a 
behavior 
problem 
(anti - social) 
or 
emotional 
problem (bedwetting). 
Camping can be fun. educa­ 
tional and exciting if parents 
take a few precautionary steps 
before registering the child. 
VISIT THE camp and talk 
with 
the 
counselors 
before 
registering your child. Mature 
adults of high moral character 
are a must when dealing with 
young children. 
Check the camp s equipment 
and facilities to see if they 
provide good living conditions 
and a wide program of activi­ 
ties. The camp program should 
provide experiences in outdoor 
living, nature study, sports, 


games, group and individual 
activity and field trips at a 
minimum. 
Here are q u e s t i o n s you 
should have answered before 
registering your child in camp: 
Is the drinking and swim­ 
ming water supply safe and 
has it been tested by health 
authorities? 


ARE MEALS balanced and 
is food prepared and stored 
properly? 
Are kitchen and dining facil­ 
ities sanitary? 
Are sleeping facilities ade­ 
quate and well ventilated? 
Does the camp have fire pro­ 
tection? 
Is 
medical 
help 
readily 
available? 
What is the child-to-eounse- 
lor ratio, and does the camp 
have enough counselors to as­ 
sure constant supervision? 
Does your child want to go 
to camp, and has he been pre­ 
pared as well as possible for 
his first separation from you?

Prenatal Education ‘Pars Off 


The more familiar a woman 
is with what’s happening to her 
during pregnancy, labor and 
delivery, the more apt she is 
to perform well when her time 
comes to give birth. 
This is what Dr. Harry S. 
Jonas, practicing obstetrician- 
gynecologist 
and 
associated 
with the University of Kansas 
Medical Center told Women’s 
Medical News Service at a re­ 


cent medical meeting in Wash­ 
ington, D. C. 
Perhaps the most important 
consequence of prenatal educa­ 
tion, observed Dr. Jonas, is the 
enormous psychological boost it 
gives the prospective mother. 
AS THE mysteries and mis­ 
conceptions of pregnancy are 
cleared up the realities of preg­ 
nancy and deliveries are faced 
with 
more equanimity. 
Too 


many women still believe they 
will lose a tooth with every 
child, or become depressed, or 
that the labor room is a tor­ 
ture chamber. 
In Dr. Jonas’ experience, 
post-birth blues virtually dis­ 
appear for the prenatally edu­ 
cated woman. 
In the course of four sessions 
held during pregnancy, couples 
are taught the anatomy and 


■■■■■■■■ 


physiology of conception and 
pregnancy, the importance of 
proper nutrition and exercise, 
the procedures of labor and de­ 
livery, anesthetics, infant care. 


ALL ARE taken on tour of 
the actual labor and delivery 
rooms. 
Prepared in this way the hus­ 
band can be a great support 
to his wife, and she becomes 


less frightened, more coopera­ 
tive. 
Dr. Jonas brings up the mat­ 
ter of family planning soon 
after the woman has given 
birth and prescribes the pill on 
the first postpartum day. He 
does this because he is con­ 
vinced that family planning is 
an integral part of first-class 
maternal health care. 


The Unwed Mother—Part I 
A Current View 
of an Age-Old Problem

Suzy X. made a mistake. 
Depending on your individual 
feelings, you may call her 
plight a result of immorality, 
carelessness, social defiance, 
Ignorance, poverty, or 
short­ 
sightedness. 
However, the slang of the day 
probably catches the real crux 


of Suzy’s problem. She got 
“caught.’’ 
Suzy’s situation is certainly 
not new. From that moment at 
the dawn of man's social in­ 
stitutions when officially recog­ 
nized marriage became the 
basis of family stability, the 
unwed mother became a threat 
that had to be controlled. 
IN THE PAST, society’s pun­ 
ishment for the unwed mother 
usually depended on the extent 
of danger illegitimate offspring 
threatened its structures. In a 
comparatively disorganized so­ 
cial group with a great need 
for more members, such as the 
Polynesian islands, childbirth 


before marriage enhanced a 
woman’s desirability because 
it proved fertility. 
However, in the tightly or­ 
ganized, legally oriented socie­ 
ties of the West, with their re­ 
liance 
on legitimate inheri­ 
tance of property and social 
position, the punishment for 
deviation from the code could 
be cniel and sometimes fatal. 
TODAY, according to Ruth 
Chaskel. director of tie Nation­ 
al Council on Illegitimacy, we 
have a situation in which re­ 
search findings of the Institute 
for Sex Research at Indiana 
University indicate that 50 per 
cent of the women questioned 


had sex relations before mar­ 
riage. 
One to IO women questioned, 
in their thirties or forties, 
stated that they had been preg­ 
nant at some time in their life 
before marriage. One in five 
got married during the preg­ 
nancy. The question is: What 
happened to the other four? 


THE UNIVERSITY’S rough 
projection is that 120,000 un­ 
married women had an abor­ 
tion during a given year. 
However, Suzy doesn’t want 
an abortion. How d o e s our 
modern society accept her? 
According to Mrs. Chaskel, 


society regards Suzy as “un­ 
wholesome 
and sick.” 
Mrs. 
Chaskel charges that society 
exploits sex wantonly by com­ 
mercial 
media, 
encourages 
early adolescent dating, wor­ 
ships the body outside the 
framework of total personality 
organization and tacitly accepts 
illicit coition — as long as it 
doesn’t show. 


MRS. CHASKEL says that 
the unwed mother is punished 
by a “shroud of secrecy,” a 
“wish to hide the evil.” a de­ 
privation of “civil rights to an 
alarming degree” and inten­ 
sive pressure to give up the 


rights to her child. 
A survey of this northwest 
suburban area indicates that 
Mrs. Chaskel’s “shroud of se­ 
crecy” does exist. It is almost 
impossible to discover even the 
number of illegitimate preg­ 
nancies in the area. Social 
workers, pastors and educators 
questioned 
admit 
to 
seeing 
“one or two,” “a few.” “some” 
cases, but overall figures are 
not available. 
A pastor in Mount Prospect 
says that the reason for this 
may be the economic and cul­ 
tural level of the suburbs. He 
says people in his area want 


to hide this “shame” from 
everybody, and they usually 
succeed because of their high 
economic flexibility. 


IF SUZY X. comes from a 
family able to afford to live in 
the suburbs, her family prob­ 
ably can afford a private con­ 
finement. According to the pas­ 
tor, “the community doesn’t 
have any idea how much there 
is of this.” He says the ma­ 
jority of the people don’t even 
come to their priest or minis­ 
ter; they go to their physician. 
A check of the high schools 
in Cook and DuPage Counties 
indicates that Suzy X. would be 


allowed to continue her studies, 
if she so desired. 
IN DISTRICT 214 and Dis­ 
trict IOO for example, preg­ 
nancy is not a reason for ex­ 
pulsion. Officials feel that “a 
child’s 
life 
is 
complicated 
enough by the pregnancy.” 
Home instruction is given in 
the later stages of confinement. 
After delivery of the child, the 
girl is allowed to return to 
school, 
and 
a 
transfer 
of 
schools is allowed to prevent 
embarrassment

When those six and seven-year-olds charge through the house 
like wild tigers, they are cueing you for their next birthday party 
theme. A small fry safari will delight the jungle instincts in 
your young ones. 
Paw prints invite guests to the host’s hut. Ink a trail of 
tracks leading to your message written inside a folded invitation. 
Keep your guest list within bounds, for more than seven small 
monkeys might make you want to climb a tree before party’s 
end. 
UPON ARRIVAL, set young sculptors to work at a table with 
modeling dough, toothpicks, buttons, animal cooky cutters and 
waxed paper. (To make inexpensive clay, combine 2 cups salt, 
2 cups flour and enough water tinted with food color to form the 
proper consistency — about I 2/3 cups.) 
If possible, take them on safari — a trip to the zoo, circus, 
museum or a movie. At home, a talented amateur magician or 
movies will often “Bring ’em Back Alive.” 
The Hunt: Players follow paper tracks that lead through 
several rooms. In turn, each draws a playing card (remove 
numbers higher than 6) to determine number of steps. At a few 
spots on the trail, place a hazard card, such as detour to village 
for supplies, sprained ankle—lose a turn, attack by tiger, broken 
foot bridge, etc. The first hunter to reach the end of the trail 
wins the prize waiting there. 
Elephant Toss: Draw a large elephant head on cardboard 
with hole cut in place of trunk. Place over upturned chair, push­ 
ing one chair leg through hole. Players “feed” the elephant by 
tossing jar rings over chair leg “trunk.” 
Blind Monkey: Players form circle. “It” is in center blind­ 
folded (a paper sack works well). Circle moves around until 
“It” claps his hands. He touches someone in circle who gives an 
animal roar. Blind man must guess his identity. If he guesses 
correctly, that player becomes “It.” If not, he continues in 
center. 
Hunters and Animals: Half of group are Hunters who take 
squatting positions a few feet apart from one another. At the 
beat of a drum, the others (Animals) move among the Hunters, 
stopping when drum stops. Hunters from their squatting posi­ 
tions try to tag an animal. 
If tagged, Animal squats with 
Hunters. Continue until all are tagged. 
Animal Guess: Each player is given an animal cracker, 
which he conceals from others. In turn, players identify their 
animals by giving clues (“He reaches high for his dinner.” 
“He sounds like this . . .” ) Players are allowed one guess each. 
First correct guess wins that round. Cookies are eaten and new 
ones dealt. 
Bag Yourself Top Compliments with this safari party table. 
Grow a lollipop tree as a centerpiece. Green paper leaves and 
wrapped suckers sprout from a styrofoam cone base. Cut place 
mats from jungle print yard goods. Paper animals hug glasses 
of “Jungle Juice.” 
Spear olives or bite-sized hot dogs with cocktail picks. And 
of course the birthday cake is topped with toy plastic animals 
— one for each slice of cake.

the largest 
share, about 30 cents of ev­ 
ery health dollar; doctors came 
next, with 27.7 cents of every 
health dollar going to the phy­ 
sician. 
Next came drugs, taking 16.4 
cents; 
dentists, 
9.6 
cents; 
health insurance 7.7 cents; ap­ 
pliances, 4.4 cents, and miscel­ 
laneous expenses, about 
4.9 
cents. 
DESPITE these rises, health 
care represented only about 6.5 
per cent of personal spending 
in 1965. The rest of your in­ 
come if you were average went 
like this: about 20 per cent for 
food, another 20 per cent on 
care and maintenance of your 
home, 9 per cent on clothing, 
accessories and jewelry, j u s t 
under 3 per cent on mainte­ 
nance of possessions and 2.5 
per cent for transportation and 
caman unications.

She Bakes Rhubarb Pie That’s Different 
Cheese Crust Best 
With Fruit Filling

A family of seven children (among them a set of twins and 
triplets!) keeps Mrs. Dennis A. Bergren on the go but doesn’t 
deter her from making all sorts of delightful baked delicacies. 
You’ll never find a cake mix in this good cook’s cupboard; 
everything is made from scratch because the Bergrens prefer it 
that way. 
When Jeanne Bergren finds 
that she doesn’t have time to 
bake 
a 
family 
dessert 
or 
cookies, she calls upon her 
eldest 
daughters, 
9-year-old 
twins Stephanie and Stacie. 
Under their mother’s tutelage 
these young girls have not 
only learned how to follow a 
recipe properly and measure 
with accuracy, but also how 
to double one! 
“THEY STARTED out with 
a one-bowl Lazy Dazy Cake,” 
Jeanne explained, “and have 
progressed to a variety of 
c o o k i e s and even banana 
bread.” 
Having learned the correct 
method, 
the 
twins 
can 
be 
turned loose in the kitchen and 
be on their own. 
“Even the triplets like to 
get in the act and help out 
with the baking,” Jeanne said 
her five-year-olds Denise, Lisa 
and Daniel. 
Baby Teresa, 2, hasn’t shown 
any interest in the culinary 
arts as yet, and Paul, ll, lim­ 
its his cooking to preparing 
an occasional breakfast. 


WHEN CHILDREN demon­ 
strate such an avid interest in 
baking, you can be pretty well 


assured it is because their 
mother is such a good cook 
with a wealth of intriguing 
recipes. 
One of Jeanne Bergren’s fa­ 
vorites is an unusual Rhubarb 
Custard Pie. She acquired the 
recipe from her mother-in-law, 
and admits that she never 
cared much for rhubarb until 
she tried this recipe. 


“It is quite different from 
most rhubarb pies,” Jeanne 
commented, “as the custard 
filling contains diced rhubarb 
and is spiced with cloves and 
cinnamon. After it is baked, 
it is topped with meringue and 
returned to the oval for a few 
minutes until the meringue is 
golden brown. 


RELATIVELY easy to make, 
this pie is as attractive in ap­ 
pearance as it is delicious to 
taste. 
Another recipe that has been 
it. the family a long, long time 
and was originally devised by 
her husband Dennis’ grand­ 
mother has become a specialty 
of Jeanne’s. 
“I have never seen or tasted 
a Devil’s Food Cake like this 
one,” Jeanne explained. “It is 
very dark and very moist and 


RHUBARB PIE 
1 cup brown sugar 
2 to 3 tablespoons flour 
1 cup half and half 


V t teaspoon cloves 
*4 teaspoon cinnamon 
3 eggs, separated 
1*4 generous cups rhubarb, diced 
Mix hron sugar, flour, half and half, cloves, cinnamon 
Mix brown sugar, flour, half and half, cloves, cinnamon 
and egg yolks together and beat well. Stir in rhubarb. Pour 
into an unbaked 10-inch pie crust. Bake in 350 degree oven 
for 30 mintues or until knife comes out clean.

GRANDMA TOVSON’S DEVIL S FOOD CAKE 
2 squares chocolate 


V t cup boiling water 
2 teaspoons baking soda 
1 cup sour cream or buttermilk or sour milk 
3 eggs, separated 


V z cup butter 
2 cups sugar 
2% cups flour, sifted 
Dash of salt 
I teaspoon vanilla 
Let water come to a boil; remove from heat and imme­ 
diately add chocolate. Let cool slightly 2 or 3 minutes and 
add I teaspoon of the baking soda. 
Dissolve the other teaspoon of baking soda in the sour 
cream or buttermilk and set aside. 
Beat the egg whites until stiff and set aside. 
Cream butter and sugar thoroughly. Add egg yolks one 
at a time, beating well after each addition. 
Blend in the 
chocolate mixture. 
Sift flour with salt and add to batter alternately with the 
sour cream and soda mixture. Blend in vanilla. Lastly fold 
in the stiffly-beaten egg whites.

Tips on Care 
Of Carpeting 


Wherezit?

While accidental spills and 
spotting can happen any time, 
many housecleaning emergen­ 
cies arise during the busy spring 
cleaning period. Here are tips on 
how to deal with some of the 
most common emergencies from 
Cecil E. Treadway, vice presi­ 
dent of General / Boushelle 
Home Care Services. 


To remove a fresh paint spill, 
use the following procedure: 
quickly blot up the paint on 
the surface of the rug; t h e n 
scrub the spot lightly (using an 
ordinary household scrub brush) 
with whatever the paint is sol­ 
uble in. Use whatever the di­ 
rections on the paint say to use 
for cleaning your brush or thin­ 
ning the paint; then blob up the 
thinned paint. Repeat this pro­ 
cedure until the paint is out. 
Be very cautious of any flam­ 
mable liquids. If the rug is not 
tacked down it would be advis­ 
able to take it in to a profes­ 
sional rug cleaner while the 
paint, is wet and let the mre- 
move it completely. 


WATER STAINS are caused 
by excess moisture from spills, 
wet shoes or do-it-yourself car­ 
pet cleaning that penetrates to 
the backing fibers of the carpet, 
picks up color from these back­ 
ing fibers and rises to the sur­ 
face of the carpet by a wicking 
action. Unless you act immedi­ 
ately, there is no practical way 
to correct these stains except 
to have the carpet dyed a dark­ 
er color or have it replaced. 
However, if you blot up excess 
moisture 
immediately 
w i t h 
clean white terry towels, or 
white paper towels, and then 
place fresh towels over the wet 
area until the spot is dry, most 
of the stain will be picked up by 
the towels instead of carpet 
tufts. 


The best procedure is to hard­ 
en the gum with a piece of ice 
wrapped in a piece of plastic 
material; then the gum will 
usually break off without pulling 
the nap. If it doesn’t break off 
readily, apply a little dry clean- 
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ing fluid around the gum. This 
will usually loosen it so that it 
will come off easily using the 
dull edge of a knife.
